Germany, since they had German markings and had been used. 


3, Belonging to the factory is a.camp holding about 1,500 prisoners-of-war. 

The number varied, however, from 1,000 to 2,000 during the construction work, 
According to an. unconfirmed report, the nunber of Russian workers was from . 
4,000 to 6,000, It was estimated that there was one German prisoner to every 
three or four Russian workers. 


About. 50 German engineers also were employed at this factory. Research was
